turned to the Houſe of Mr. Fohrn Mallach ,. a Merchant, 
lived about a mile from Taxxron, who had long ſollicited hit 
to take his Houſe for his Home : We being in ſuch an unſ 
ſtate, my Husband thought it beſt to accept of his courteous 
offer:But many of his Friends were willing to enjoy him in the 
Town, and ſo earneſt, that he did, to ſatisfie them, go fron 
one to another, ftaying a fornight, or three weeks, or a month 
at each Houſe ; but itill took Mr, Malack's for his Home: 
This motion of his Friends he told me, (though it was tro 
bleſome for us to be ſo unſetled) he was willing to embra
